FACING ANTI-TRUST ACT 


Government Preparing to Sue; Oharkink con- 
trol of Price of Metal Corporation 
Officers Notified. et

WASHINGTON, April 21.—The 
Department of Justice is soon to 
institute anti-trust proceedings 
against the Aluminum Company of 
America, charging that this great 
corporation dominates a world-wide 
cartel which f the price of alu- 
minum, not only in this country but 
in all. other countries, the 
Post-Dispatch learned today. 
Roy A. Hunt of Pittsburgh, presi- 
dent of the firm, in a long-distance 
conversation with the Post- h 
confirmed reports current ‘here. that 
officers of the company had been 
told by the Department of .Justice 
the suit would be instituted, 

Although the department declined 
to make any comment, it is under 
stood that a formal announcement 
of the suit will be forthcoming 
shortly, rn, ae 
The suit, according to reports 
here, will be filed in Federal Court 
in New York City. It will be in the 
nature of a civil action to compel 
the company, with plants in vari- 
ous parts of the United States, to 
cease certain allegedly monopolistic 
practices. If the Government is suc- 
cessful, the great corporation may 
be split into various corporate units, 
as was done in the instance of cer- 
tain far-reaching corporations, 
notably Standard Oil 25 years ago. 
There is a branch of the Aluminum 
company at East St. Louis. 

Anti-Trust Law Test. 

The suit against the Aluminum 
company will represent the first 
real effort of the Roosevelt admin- 
istration to enforce the anti-trust 
laws. 
Final decision to press the suit 
comes after literally years of prep- 
aration on the part of the Govern- 
ment. As long ago as the Hoover 
administration it was rumored that 
the Government would proceed 
against Aluminum. 
The Aluminum company is 
owned—or at least a majority of 
its stock is owned—by the Mellon

In reply to questions, he said that 
the price of aluminum had re- 
mained unchanged through the 
present period of rapid price in- 
creases until March 1.

Aluminum company officers 
have prided themselves on the fact 
that the price of this metal, essen- 
tial in so many phases of peace- 
time and war-time industry, has 
remained unchanged, while the 
price of other metals, such as cop- 
per, generally regarded as more re- 
sponsive to world competition than 
aluminum, has advanced rapidly in 
response to Europe's extraordinary 
boom-time purchase of materials 
necessary for the conduct of mod- 
ern war. Several months ago the 
Aluminum . company announced 
that every effort would be made to 
keep the price of this metal stable.

Thirty-two bodies were taken to 
morgues this evening, after the city 
had been literally sprayed with 
shrapnel for hours. At least. 100 
persons were injured during the 
day. 

As this was being telephoned, big 
shells were falling, one every two 
or three minutes, in the Gran Via. 
One struck a street car. A woman 
with shattered legs was pulled out. 
Fourteen other passengers were 
wounded. The ones who were not 
hurt ran pell mell for a subway 
entrance, ; 

One man lay in a gutter, seem- 
ingly badly hurt. He dragged him- 
self toward the telephone building, 
then suddenly jumped up and ran. 

Other cars tried to speed by, but 
militiamen, waving their pistols, 
halted them and drafted them as 
ambulances.

Under 
the circumstances, it was not un- 
natural for Nathan Frank to omit 
said nephew from the will and 
codicil.” 

The verdict against Mark Frank 
was returned originally by a jury 
in St. Louis on instructions from 
Circuit Judge Robert J. Kirkwood, 
in April, 1935. Judge Kirkwood 
held that the evidence Mark Frank 
presented did not sustain the 
charge made in his petition. 

Nathan Frank, who died in April, 
1931, left an estate once valued at 
$4,000,000 chiefly to a nephew, Al- 
fred Frank of Oakland, Cal. and 
two nieces, Mrs. Grace Greenhall 
of St. Louis and Mrs. Branette 
Krupp of El Paso, Tex. Their 
cousin, Mark Frank, was not men- 
tioned in the will. 

In addition to the bequests to his 
nephew Alfred Frank and the two 
nieces, Nathan Frank left $50,000 
to the Jewish Charities; $25,000 to 
the Community Fund; $50,000 to 
Temple Shaare Emeth, and $150,- 
000 as a trust fund for the chil- 
dren of his heirs.

STRKE OF NUROAD 
SCHOOL, PUPILS. ENDS 


Residents of Section Consider 
Incorporation to Have 
Own District. 


The strike of 360 pupils of the 
Nuroad Public School in St. Louis 
County, begun last week in support 
of their parents’ demand for a sep- 
arate school district, ended today 
when the children returned to their 
classes. 

A board of arbitration named by 
County Superintendent of Schools 
R. G. Russell had decided; late yes- 
terday, that the Nuroad .School 
should remain in the Kinloch 
School District, which also operates 


loch Park. 

Residents of Nuroad, who con- 
tend that they pay the major share 
of the district’s taxes, and that more 
than half of the district’s funds are 
spent for the Negro school, met last 
night at a private residence to con- 
sider what further steps they 
might take to obtain a separate 
school district. 

It was suggested that Nuroad 
might incorporate as a village or 
town. In that event an election 
might be held proposing to estab- 
lish a school, district whose boun- 
daries would coincide with the lim- 
its of the village or town. Only 
residents of such a district would 
be entitled to vote in. that sort of 
election.

FOR COTTON BELT OFFERED 
VACATION 


This, Like Others, Is Designed to 
Reduce Capital Structure 
of Rallway. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, April 21.—The 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
received yesterday a third suggest- 
ed plan for reorganization of the 
St. Louis Southwestern (Cotton 
Belt) Railway. 

The plan was submitted by the 
Protective Committee for the hold- 
ers of Cotton Belt first terminal 
and unifying bonds, E. Stanley 
Glines, New York; W. Rodman Pea- 
dody, Boston, and J. Hambleton 
Ober, Baltimore, composed the com- 
mittee offering the proposal. 

The railroad management sub- 
mitted the first of the three plans. 
The Chase National Bank of New 
York and the Mississippi Valley 
Trust Co. of St. Louis offered a 
joint plan several months ago. The 
various reorganization plans are de- 
signed to reduce the capital struc 
ture by about $18,000,000. The sys- 


tem has been in bankruptcy since 
December, 1935.

SUIT AGAINST ENFORCEMENT 
OF NEW DENTAL ETHICS LAW 


14 Practitioners Ask Court to De- 
clare Restrictions Arbitrary, 
Unconstitutional. 

Fourteen dentists filed suit in 
Circuit Court today to enjoin the 
Missouri Dental Board from en- 
forcing the recently enacted dental 
ethics law, which provides for 
more stringent regulation of Mis- 
souri dentists. 

The petitioners state they have 
not limited themselves to the pro- 
visions of the law covering the size 
of business cards and window let- 
tering and the amount of space 
used in publications, with the re- 
sult that the State Dental Board 
has threatened them with revoca- 
tion of license. They request the 
Court to decree the law arbitrary 
and unconstitutional and not ap- 
plicable to their advertising.

State Supreme Court Rules Against 
| $43,500 


Ciaim of St. Louis 
Lumber Dealer. . 
JEFFERSON CITY, April 21.— 


upheld the St. Louis Circuit Court 
in dismissing a suit filed 19 years 
ago by Charles C. Curry, St. Louis 
lumber dealer, who sought to col- 
lect $43,529 from B. G. Dahlberg, 
Minneapolis freight rate expert, as 
commissions on refunds collected 
from the Frisco Railroad on ship- 
ments of ties and poles, 

Curry contended he entered into 
a contract with Dahlberg in 1914 to 
obtain refunds of excessive freight 
charges for shippers. He filed suit 
in 1918, but although four referees 
were appointed from time to time, 
no hearing was held until 1934 
when the Circuit Court found there 
was insufficient evidence to sup- 
port the claim. 

The Supreme Court’s opinion, 
written by Commissioner Laurance 
M. Hyde, stated that since it had 
stood consistently for high stand- 
ards of legal practice it could not 
“consistently enforce a contract 
like the one involved herein” be- 
tween non-lawyers.

High Blood Pressure. 

Teo highly important recent 
findings in the causes and cure 
of high blood pressure were dis- 
cussed at last night’s general ses- 
sion. 

Dr. George W. Crile, director of 
the Cleveland Clinic Foundation 
and chairman of the board of re- 
gents of the American College of 
Surgeons, told of his success in 
treating one type of high blood 
pressure by severing of the sympa- 
thetic nervous system. 


This secondary system is 
not under control of the person's 
will as is the primary nervous sys- 
tem. Its function is automatic. It 
controls the tiny arteries and is one 
of the nervous systems supplying 
the intestinal tract. An excess 
nerve impulse may make the small 
arteries contract so that it takes 
much more energy to push the 
blood through, and high blood pres- 
sure results, that pute a heavier 
burden on the heart, and causes 
hardening of the arteries, so that 
in advanced cases the patient ages 
rapidly and dies in a short time. 

The cure, as practiced by Dr. 
Crile and others, is to deaden the 
nerves supplying the whole abdom- 
inal capillary system, by making 
incisions in the small of the back 
on either side of the vertebrae and 
snipping the main nerves there as 
one would cut an electric wire to 
stop flow of electricity to a lamp. 
Of 84 patients operated on by Dr. 
Crile and his associates, half have 
shown improvement or complete 
relief during the following 11 
months. 

In all cases a remarkable fall of 
blood pressure occurred on the 
operating table. The effectiveness 
of the operation was limited by the 
age of the patient. Previously this 
operation has been performed only 
in more serious cases, but now it 
is being used upon young patients 
to cure the affliction before irre- 


af

The type closely resembled the 
type of high blood pressure that oc- 
curs in man and is associated with 
disease of the smaller blood ves- 
sels in the kidneys, Dr. Goldblatt 
explained. No type of operation, 
including cutting out of the nerves 
to the kidney, the viscera nerves or 
cutting of the entire sympathetic 
nervous system prevented or cured 
the ailment, but when) the clamps 
were released the blood pressure 
fell to normal. 

The only procedure found to pre- 
vent the ailment was complete re- 
moval of the adrenal glands above 
the kidneys, but such an operation 
cannot be applied to man because 
it invariably proves fatal, Dr. Gold- 
blatt said. 

Circuiation Through Kidneys. 

The experiments do indicate, he 
concluded, that the beneficial effect 
which has been reported by phy- 
sicians using different procedures 
may be all due to one cause, im- 
provement of circulation through 
the kidneys. At present, Dr. Gold- 
blatt and his associates are study- 
ing a method of removing afflicted 
kidneys in animals and replacing 
them with healthy kidneys trans- 
planted from other animals. 

Further evidence to support the 
conténtion that the hereditary 
factor plays a dominant part in the 
development of high blood pressure 
has been supplied by tests per- 
formed on 600 subjects with normal 
blood pressure, including 10 sets 
of twins and 250 members of 30 
family groups, Dr. Edgar A. Hines 
Jr., of the Mayo Clinic, Rochester, 
Minn., reported, The test, invented 
five years ago, consists of measur- 
ing the rise of blood pressure by 
the stimulus of placing one hand 
in ice water. Those persons with 
family histories of the disease 
showed excessive reactions. *

A provision 
was included for the Railway Ex- 
change Building to purchase the 
generating plant in the event the 
operating company failed to main- 
tain it in operating condition. 

The Cupples company was pur- 
chased by Union Electric in 1923, 
but its corporate entity was re- 
tained and the contract rates were 
continued in effect. In 1930, the 
department store filed suit, through 
Attorney Edward A. Haid, alleging 
it was entitled after 1923 to the 
benefit of rates set in the schedules 
of Union Electric on file with the 
State Public Service Commission. 
It contended these rates were lower 
than the contract rates and sued to 
recover the difference. At the same 
time the building company sued for 
performance of the contract for 
purchase of the generating plant. 

The Supreme Court held the store 
was entitled to the published rates, 
but that it could recover over- 
charges only from July, 1929, when 
it first demanded that the pub- 
Mshed rates be applied to it. The 
amount will have to be determined 
by the trial court. 

When Judge Hamilton overruled 
the Referee’s report he held the 
department store’s remedy, if any, 
was in an action before the Public 
Service Commission. He found 
that there was no published rate 
covering the particular services 
supplied to the store and building.

one child to the next without any 
need of apology on my part, any 
sense of partiality or misuse on the. 
part of the child. I made certain 
rules which I amended and modi- 
fied as my experience has grown. 

The first and most important rule 
is this: In the purchase of anything 
to be used by more than one child, 
always look for the best quality, 
simple lines, and the possibility it 
has for adjustment. This is equally 
effective for furniture, for clothing, 
and even for toys. As illustration 
consider that most vital piece of 
nursery equipment—the crib. When 
I bought mine a certain friend told 
me that I had been extravagant. 


The crib was extremely plain—of a 


good stout maple but with straight 
lines and no decorations. The mat- 
tress, too, was expensive. My friend 
claimed that her new crib—a pale 
pink enamel with broadly scalloped 
edges on headboard and footboard 
—was more attractive—more suit- 
able for a dainty little daughter— 
and just half the price of mine. 
And if her story had ended with 
that one dainty little daughter she 
would have been right, but it didn't! 
A very lively little boy put in his 
appearance a few years later and 
when last I saw that crib I found 
that he had cut his teeth on the 
pink scalloped edges—not so suit- 
able, by the way, for a sturdy lit- 
tle boy; the sides were tied to the 
head posts with rope, and the mat- 
tress was lumpy and sagging. 

My crib, on the other hand, after 
occupancy by three children is still 
in good condition. A rag dampened 
with maple stain is periodically 
rubbed over the inevitable nicks 
and scratches, and the mattress, 
constantly chaperoned by rubber 
sheeting, is as good as new. The 
very simplicity of my crib makes 
it suitable for either boy or girl, 
and a pink, ruffied bedspread can 
easily replace the masculine red- 
and-white checked quilt should a 
little daughter succeed the young- 
est son. a 

Let us see how the rule works out 
in the field of clothing. A coat is 
usually a considerable item in the 
child’s clothes budget, and so fast 
does a child acquire inches that 
the coat is usually outgrown long 


before it is outworn.. It is only 


reasonable that the practical mother 
should wish to pass it qn—and if 
she has chosen wisely all is well. 
If she hasn't... 

The second rule is a negative 


rather than a positive one, but nev- 


er-to-be-forgotten—(even if it means 
going without that new pair of 
gloves and matching pocketbook 
for yourself or putting the family 
on hamburger instead of roasts for 
a week or two). It is simply—never 
make a child wear a hand-me-down 
that is not becoming, not suitable, 
not worn by other children. The 
smallest child is quick to sense non- 
conformity. A seemingly non-conse- 
quential thing can have profound 
and far-reaching psychological ef- 
fects. Ridiculous as it may seem, 
I know of a little boy whose atti- 
tude towards school was unpleas- 
antly changed because his mother 
unthinkingly sent him to kinder- 
garten with the required. smock for 
painting made of a gaily flowered 
print with a shirred yoke instead 
of the tailored, belted, solid-colored 
smock worn by the other boys—and 
he was twitted about it! 

Carefully as we may plan, there 
is bound to come a time when we 
lay something aside with the 
thought, “Of course, it’s not quite 
Joan’s color and it is a little big, 
but it is perfectly good—and we 
ought to get a little more wear out 
of it.” Give the article to the laun- 
dress before temptation gets the 
better of you and buy Joan some- 
thing that is her color and her size. 
Your own sense of pride in her ap- 
pearance will be your reward.

individuality. I have found that 
the best plan is to make out a reg- 
ular list of articles to be handed 
down, and things to be used exclu- 
sively, by one child.

Fifth and last: Don't let your 
hand-me-down rules rule you! Make 
occasioanl exceptions, Children love 
surprises. Every so often get that 
second daughter a smart new coat 
that she doesn’t really need and 
bask in her delight. Buy your third 
son a cowboy suit all of his own, 
even though a discarded one of Jun- 
ior’s is packed away in the attic, 
somewhere.

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N English magazines and news- 
papers, before each coronation, 
there are always scores of articles 
emphasizing the fact that the cere- 
mony of crowning a King is a good, 
old, time-honored affair, unchanged 
through centuries and centuries of 
usage. Time after time they print 
the outline of the whole procedure, 
from the moment the King and 
Queen enter Westminster. Abbey, 
through the handing back and 
forth of the assortment of crowns, 
spurs, swords and what not, and up 
to the moment when the royal 
couple are back home on the bal- 
cony of Buckingham, bowing and 
smiling to the sons and daughters 
of John Bull. Seldom do you read 
of the hitches that have had a habit 


of cropping up at these coronation 
ceremonies, and little do you read 
of the ordinary or out-of-the-way 
things that have happened to mem- 
bers of the royal family on this day 
of days. But a dig into history 
brings up incidents, some funny, 
some sad, some even tragic, that 
show chance has quite often poked 
her mischievous finger into what 
the British would have us think is 
a fool-proof piece of solemnity. 


Mishaps at Early Coronations, 


History provides us with a record 
of mishaps at coronations as far 
back as 1066, when the Archbishop 
of Canterbury refused to officiate 
at the crowning of the Norman 
warrior, William, because William 
“was covered with the blood of 
men, and the invader of other 
rights.” Shaking on his precarious 
perch, William the Conqueror main- 
tained his composure until sounds 
of battle outside the church all but 
drowned out the words of the Arch- 
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bishop of York whe was adminis- 
tering the corenation oath. The 
ceremony over, William joined his 
boys in the Norman garrison who 
had started the fight when they 
mistook the chéers acclaiming him 
King for a revolt of the Saxons 
within the Abbey. William, him- 
self, quieted the brawl, but, says 
James W. Parker in his “Chapters 
on Coronations,” “it laid the foun- 
dation of a long and inveterate en- 
mity between the Duglish and the 
Normans.” a 


The next King whom history re- 
cords as having trouble with his 
coronation was Stephen, grandson 
of William the Conqueror. Steph- 
en’s coronation it seems was spoiled 
by a storm so terrific that the arch- 
bishop spilled the consecrated 
water, forgot the kiss of peace 
after the sacrament, and omitted 
the final benediction of the cere- 
mony. 

On the day Richard the First was 
crowned in 1189 the people divided 
their interest between the corona- 
tion and a massacre of the Jews, 


and at the coronation ceremony a 


bat, intent on nesting in the King’s 
wig, circled about the throne. To 
make matters werse “a peal of bells 
rung without agreement or knowl- 
‘edge of the ministers of the abbey.” 

e next King, John, was in such 
a hurry to get the business of 
getting crowned over with that he 
“hurried away without receiving 
the sacrament,” but of all corona- 
tions, that of Edward the Second

It was Queen Mary who decided 
that the theater, the space between 
the intersection of the choir and 
transepts in Westminster Abbey, 
should be carpeted in blue, and that 
“the traditional rules of the Brit- 
ish court against divorced persons 
should be enforced for the corona- 
tion service.” The Queen also 
scotched the rumor that the Prince 
of Wales had the mumps and an- 
nounced that, unlike Queen Ade- 
laide, she would put on her train 
before starting from Buckingham 
Palace. The London Illustrated 
News imparts the information that 
the Queen’s train was 18 feet long 
and five feet wide and that her 
dress was “a white satin princess 
gown, with front and back panels
